[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. |] 


‘HE old song tells us that “ Taffy was a Welshman,” but if anyone sup- 
poses that we are going to pin our faith to irresponsible versification of 
the sort, that man errs, and is deceived, and there is no health in him. 

And this reluctance on our part increases as the song proceeds, and Taffy is 
described as coming “‘ to my house” and illicitly dealing with ‘a piece of 
beef” —a statement which few people can be found to believe, which is 
entirely unsupported by trustworthy evidence, and upon which all the 
leading authorities, from Puffendorf and Grotius to Tom Lloyd and,Hard- 
wick, have expressed the gravest doubts. The testimony of the two latter 
jurists is entitled to great weight, as it is well known that they have never 
unduly favoured the Cymric people. Indeed, in their joint work, ‘‘ De 
Profundis,” which treats of ‘“‘ The extreme depth of the British Bunghole,” 
a story is related how that in the City of Mancunium it was the habit of 
the Welsh people to make a £10 parcel with a man and then beg £20 for 
a Methodist Chapel. This, as illustrative of extreme depth; but all the 
leading authorities discredit the ‘piece of beef” story, which, in a 
sparsely populated country, is apt to grow by that it feeds on. 

Having now cleared the ground, as it were, of all extraneous matter, 
we have pleasure in introducing to our readers the only representative of 
Welsh Wales—as far as we know—in the Council, viz., Mr. John Foulkes 
Roberts, senior representative of Oxford Ward, which seat he has occupied 
for the last eleven years, and we may confidently say with great acceptance 
as well to the ratepayers as to his fellows in the Council itself, Mr. 
Roberts is a member of the Waterworks, the Health, the Finance, and 
the Markets Committees, acting as deputy-chairman of the last. These 
represent as important a bunch of committees as any in the Council; and 
Mr. Roberts is not only instrumental but vocal on them all, But he is 
more instrumental than vocal, not only discarding the chatterbox réle, but 
being a very free critic of those who espouse it, and frequently giving 
them a piece of his mind in private; his mind being always pretty cool 
and collected, like Cader Idris, with just sufficient breeziness about it to 
blow off the mists from the minds of other people, with a smiling good 
humour which is much to be applauded. _Whenever—upon occasions of 
difference of opinion—Mr. Roberts seeks to hold a private Eistedffod with a 
Council opponent, he takes him aside, and says to him, with the blandest 
amiability—“ You made a fool of YOURself this morning, my friend,’ 
and there is, at the same time, a ‘don’t do it ayguin” twinkle in his eye 
which disarms allirritation. Or taking his cigar from his mouth in the Town 
Hall smoking-room, Mr. Roberts will say to a brother Councillor, ‘‘ Your 
speech on the Crammer School was great nonsense now. A cow now could 
have talked indeed as well.” It will not be denied that these are uncom- 
monly straight tips, but they let him do it, for he reels off the tips without 
any animus or illnature ; and—having laughed at the delinquents—he 
proceeds with his smoking, and no harm has been done. If every member 
of the Council were as plain spoken and as good humoured, the Town 
Hall family would offer fewer jars to be dealt with by his Worship the 
Mayor. Mr. Roberts seems to enjoy the fulfilment of his municipal 
duties, and enters the Committee-room with a lively freshness as if he 
Were quite ready for the toughest job the Chairman could impose. 
Apparently very light hearted and comfortable himself, he always tries to 
tally the sinking spirits of other people, and endeavours to nudge them 
up into a happier vein. Any aldermanic dough lying loosely about he 
has some good yeast ready for, by means of which the doughy sadness not 
“erm disappears; and the heaviness, as of lead, becomes buoyant 
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Hailing from a land in which healthy Noncomformity flourishes like ivy 
upon the rocks, Mr. Roberts is himself a stout Nonconformist, and, of 
course, a Liberal politician to the backbone. He is a lineal descendant of 
the good men and true who stood by old Dr. Halley in the palmy 
days of Cavendish Street Chapel, when the “‘meeting” there was a 
power in Manchester, and when milk and water social claims were not 
permitted to override the staunch independency of the days that are—or 
seem to be—no more. Honour to whom honour is due! When the 
political life of England loses its puritan salt, that life will have lost its 
savour. How often a pinch of that old salt has arrested a pestilent 
decay in the body of public opinion, abler pens than ours must tell. Per- 
haps Nonconformity in Manchester is not dead, but only sleepeth. 
Devoutly we hope it may be so. 

Mr. Roberts is an enthusiastic lover of his beautiful country, as indeed 
—with good reason —most Welshmen are. He is never tired of expatiating 
upon the abundant attractions of the Principality—her floods and fells, 
her flocks and herds, her he goats and her she goats, a great multitude. 
What though no “ spicy breezes blow soft o’er” Conway's flood, yet on 
the sough of the wind ig borne the music of the ancient Bards of Wales— 

‘“‘ Hear from the grave, great Taliessin, hear.” 

And surely there will be many of us of the grey-whiskered order, who 
soon—running off like schoolboys and spreading gleefully over those 
Cambrian mountains—will join with the subject of this sketch in singing 
the praise and the glory of Welsh Wales, and of 

‘* Sweet Jenny Jones whom in truth I do love,” 
whilst in the hall of some quaint hostelry at eventide, a harpist of modern 
make will thrum and jerk melodiously ‘‘The March of the Men of 
Harlech,” which, in its general effect on the smaller intestines, is, in 
our opinion, only inferior to “ The Carnival of Venice.” 


RECEIPT STAMPS AND THE ELECTION OF 
ALDERMEN. 





[TO THE EDITOR OF “THE CITY JACKDAW.’’} 


IR—I don’t know what Town Council you referred to in your facetious 
note last week, in reference to the election of Aldermen, nor do I know 
or care who was the Town Clerk who advised the use of a receipt 

stamp, or, as it appears from your statement, insisted on the use of a 
receipt stamp to validate the voting paper. All I have to say is, as another 
facetious paper, only a daily one, once said of Mr. Charley, he is ‘‘no 
lawyer.”” The law is clear that a receipt stamp is not required in voting 
papers used by a Municipal Council. A counsel, learned in the law, whom 
I consulted on the matter, gives me his opinion as follows :— 


“In the case of the ‘ Queen v. Strachan,’ decided in Court of Queen's 
Bench, in April, 1872, it was held that the Stamp Act, 1870 (33 and 84 
Viet., c. 97, ss. 3,102, and sched.—), which imposes a penny stamp on 
‘ Voting paper, any instrument for the purpose of voting by any person 
entitled to vote at any meeting,’ does not extend to voting papers used under 
7 Wm., 4, and 1 Vict., c. 78, ss. 18, 14, at a meeting of the Town Council 
of a Municipal Borough for the election of Aldermen,” 


The principle of the decision was that the voting papers contemplated 
by the Stamp Act were voting papers at elections where proxies are 
admissible. But in the election of Aldermen the voters are personally to 
deliver the voting papers to the Mayor, consequently the Stamp Act does 
not apply to such elections.—Yours truly,

THE REIGN OF HUMOUR, 
(FROM THE “ GLOBE.” | 


OTWITHSTANDING the prosaic nature of the age we live in, there 
\%, is an increasing tendency to treat matters lightly which were for: 
merly dealt with with all possible gravity. We see evidence of the ' 
faet every day in every phase of life. We see it peeping from behind the 
official gravity of Ministers of State, gilding the hereditary decorum of 
ministers of religion, supplanting the solemn mien of the family doctor, 
mocking’ the cold dignity of the judge’s robes, turning topsy-turvy the 
sacred symbols of all there is left of the parish beadle, We see thé same 
tendency in the books we read, in the pictures we look at, in the speeches 
we hear, and in the axioms of the household. We no longer take out 
pleasures sadly, because we have ceased to be nurtured amid the dismal 
teaching that it is wrong to be found at places of amusement, and that it 
is @ grave crime to be cheerful on a Sunday. We have exchanged the 
philosophy of Heraclitus for that of Figaro; instead of weeping for the 
folly of mankind we make haste to laugh, for merriment has been proved 
to be a more effective tutor than mourning :— 
** For still the world prevailed, and its dread laugh, 
Which scarce the firm philosopher can scorn.” 

The old notion that the bride who did not weep profusely at her wedding 
was destined to live unhappily with her husband, has been exploded with 
the witchcraft that created it. That there is no huge impiety in the new order 
of things, is clear from the fact that it is endorsed and encouraged by the 
Church; and that it is vastly more pleasant than the old régime, no one who 
has to the smallest extent realised the unutterable dreariness of living under 
the egis of a remnant of the old dolorons school will be disposed to 
question. The credit of this social revolution is probably due chiefly to 
the lancet and the pen. The proverbs of a people have not less influence 
upon the national mind than their songs, and tho well-founded epigram of 
a gteat man soon passes into the proverbial philosophy. Hence to the 
rematk of Abernethy, that the appearance of a mountebank in a village 
wrought more good than all the apothecaries, is to be attributed an enor- 
mous share of the influence which swept away those lingering puritanical 
prejudices that clogged the enlightenment and the enjoyment of the people. 
This famous dictum, delivered almost simultaneously with the disappear: 
ance of other medical myths, brushed away the cobwebs of generations, 
and broke up the ground for the literary husbandmen who were just then 
pointing their quills. That brilliant phalanx of teachers bore down upon 
their audienee, and poured into the willing ear of the multitude the stores 
of their bright fancy and imagination. Each one took his special branchi 
romance, humour, wit, satire, flowed in upon the parched sensts mntil the 
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appetite for one of the greatest gifts to mankind became strong and per- 
manent. Some of the fossils of the old faith crept to the front, and 
lamented the levity and flippaney of the modern teaching, but they sodn 
fell back and died out to swell the chorus of pious horror. Prominent 
among these cheery champions in the triumphant inroad wpon the vésted 
interests of prudes and priestcraft were Scott, Sydney Smith, Lamb, Hood, 
Dickens, and subsequently Thackeray, Jerrold, Leech, Lemon, and a bright 
band of others scarcely less known, and some of whom are prosecuting 
their task to this day. “TI felt an earnest and Humble desire, and shall 
do till I die,” said Charles Dickens, when Edinbutgh feasted him, a young 
man, in 1842, to increase the stock of harmless cheerfulness. I felt 
that the world was not utterly to be despised; that it was worthy of 
living in for many reasons. I was anxious to find, as the Professor 
(Christopher North) has said, if I could, in evil things that soul of good- 
ness which the Creator hag put in them.” . This was the high purpose which 
animated every one of the illustrious reformers who sought to develop a 
new interest and new delights in a life which in its happiest phases is not 
all felicity. 

As all British children born at sea belong nominally to the. parish af 
Stepney, so it is the quaint custom to assign all jokes and witticisms of 
doubtful authorship to one or two of the best known humourists of the 
age. This flattering practice usually selects dead and gone authors for 
the distinction, possibly to preclude the possibility of disavowal; for when 
the public has made up its mind that the credit of a particular effort be- 
longs to a particular person, it is apt to receive correction with a bad grace. 
These itinerant witticisms form a very important section of the comic 
currency of the day. Their travels and vicissitudes are frequently worthy 
of comparison with Othello’s immortal adventures, and a thrilling volume 
of travel might be written with the title of ‘‘ The Autobiography of a 
Joke.” Born under adverse circumstances, deformed by some unskilful 
nurse, disowned by their parents, caught up as a curiosity by some desti- 
tute editor, thrust into close type and labelled ‘‘ Facetiw,” they run the 
gauntlet of some fifty newspapers, and after this precarious existence go 
upon the “‘ parish” in the shape of some penny periodical. An energetic 
or an ambitious joke revolis against this cruel oblivion, and frequently 
emigrates, returning after a’ few years in comparative prosperity, and 
with a considerable addition to its bulk. It is not, however, allowed to 
rest upon its laurels. If it be seized as before, by the journalist, and if it 
betray any portion of its original composition, it is ruthlessly ‘‘ cut down,”’ 
or smothered in a new suit of verbiage. The luckless orphan generally 
succumbs to this’ second course of treatment, and dies an emaciated, 
done-up descendant of the late Joe Miller. In the original prospectus of 
Punch, it is stated that the new venture was intended to form a “ refuge 
for destitute wits, an asylum for the thousands of orphan jokes, the super- 
anuated Joe Millers, the millions of perishing puns, which are now wandering 
about without so much as a shelf to rest upon.” It is to be feared that 
the veteran wit has long departed from, if he ever adhered to, his benevo- 
lent purpose; and a similar miscarriage of kindness took place when the 
late Mr. Camden Hotten, the publisher, announced the scheme of the new 
book of jests of which the general public was to be the author. The good 
philanthropist died shortly after the project was ventilated, and, like 
Thackeray's “ Life of Tallyrand,” and somebody else’s ‘‘ Life of Thack- 
eray,” the book has been added to the melancholy list of literary 
embryos. 

Popular as the reign of humour has become with us, it is still a very 
dangerous thing to trifle on the subject of joke-making. Puns aro a class 
of wit universally tabood in cultivated society, and indeed very few per- 
sons in any walk of life will look with complacency upon a deliberate 
punster. Ifa pun be not of too obvious an origin, it may be tolerated by 
exceptional fayour ; but to repeat the experiment within the same fonr- 
and-twenty hours would be to court a most unwelcome retribution. 

if, as is sometimes the case, a person of the flippant species of 
humanity feels it necessary to his personal safety, and in order to prevent 
general disintegration, to make a pun, he is usually careful to give it a 
second-hand appearance, and to add, ‘‘as Douglas Jerrold said,” to his 
atrocity. We here notice with what shrewdness old John Dennis 
associated punsters with pickpockets, for if the punster be not a thief, he 
generally feels like one, and hatches all kinds of schemes to avoid exposure. 
There is, by the way, another serious aspect to the practice of engaging 
in the prickly pastime of manufacturing “ facetie.” William Black tells 
4 terrible story of a man who made an obstruse conundrum and forgot 
the answer. After groping about his deceptive memory for several days, 
he gave it up in despair and cut his throat. 





MR. HERBERT C. DRINKWATER. 


GX UR talented townsman, Mr. Herbert C. Drinkwater, has issued an 
\“{) address to the electors of Ennis, and is one of five Liberal candidates 
who ate wooing the borough. Mr. Drinkwater datos his addross 
from the Reform Club, Manchester, and he is evidently the favoured can- 
didate of one of the local papers, which, after diséussing the other 
candidates, speaks of him thus :— 

“Then we have Mr. Herbert C. Drinkwater, whose preliminary address 
we also publish. Though an Englishman, he is more Irish than the Irish 
themselves, in his desire to develop the resources of the country. He is 
the principle promoter and éontractor for the River Fergus Reclamations, 
and has just succeeded in passing through Parliament the last of a series 
of Acts necessary to carry out these great works effectually. He has 
associated with him Messrs. Lee and Son, the most eminent reclamation 
contractors in Europe. He has obtained an advance from tho Treasury 
of £45,000 towards the completion of the first section, which is to be com- 
menced in a few days. The entire advance expected from the Treasury 
is £120,000, Thé works will entail the expenditure of £400 a week in 
wages alone for the next eight years, a very important consideration at the 
present time. Mr. Drinkwater is also largely engaged in steam tramway 
enterprise in Ireland. He is constructing the line from Portnard to 
the Giant’s Causeway. He is one of the promoters of the great line 
from Dublin to Ballinglass, and of the line from Sligo to Bundoran, and, 
with the consent of the Grand Jury of the county of Clare, he proposes 
practically to renew the West Olare Railway project, through Corofin, 
Ennistymon, and'the Western Coast. In the present depressed state of 
agriculture and trade, and the great plethora of money in the hands of 
capitalists awaiting employment, it is important that the Irish con- 
stituences should sent to Parliament practical men of business, largely 
engaged in developing the resources of the couutry, and enjoying the 
confidence of the moneyed interests prepared to find the means. Mr. 
Drinkwater has justified his title to the confidence of every Liberal and 
independent elector in the kingdom by the public spirit he manifested in 
contesting the pocket borough of Launceston, and unseating Colonel 
Deakin on petition for bribery and subsequently contesting the borough 
with the present Solicitor-General of England, and only then defeated 
by the pocket-votes of the late unseated member, His agent, Mr. Joseph 
Nelson, has arrived at the Queen’s Hotel, Ennis, and his chief is expected 
to-morrow.”

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SHOULD MEN EVER BE FLOGGED ? 


FTER an almost unparalleled debate, the House of Commons, by a 
majority of 101, have affirmed the position of the Government, and 
retained the lash as a punishment inthe army. Perhaps no question 

debated in recent times more powerfully sets forth the necessity which 
exists for an authorised report of the Parliamentary speeches than does 
this flogging question. So far as we have seen not one of the speakers 
has more than touched the fringe of the real question, and yet it is impos- 
sible to believe that 600 gentlemen can have debated the matter for a fort- 
night, and not have very frequently turned the whole matter over from every 
imaginable standpoint. For the greater part, the question resolves itself 
into this —Does he that spares the rod, hate his son? At the outset it 
may be objected that this formula is not quite exact, and that the real 
question is about sparing this particular rod, or cat. Were, we, ad a 
nation, without experience of a very special kind, we might at once dismiss 
the inquiry with indignation, and‘stoutly maintain that such a punishment 
was too dreadful to be of any corrective utility, but, unfortunately, we 
have had a very great amount of experience on this matter. We have 
come to learn that there is as much in the breed of men as there is in horses. 
That whilst some men are of the ‘‘ over soul’ class, there are others whose 
entire lives are a state of warfare against humanity. No crime that can be 
perpetrated and pass unpunished, is too despicable for;their practice and en- 
joyment. These men are roundly spoken of as the criminal class. They are as 
distinct from good men as racehorses are from cobs. Pressed by misfortune 
orallured by the pomp and glitter of military life—or, as is still more 
frequently the case, to’ find a secure hiding place—they enter the army. 
But they only enter to recommence’'their career of crime against their 
comrades which they recently carried on against society. This is the 
scoundrel element which fears nothing but the’ cat and the bullet in the 
whole range of punishments Inown to the penal code. Humanity uses 
the cat as the lesser of two evils. The fault of the military code of 
punishments appears to be in its having too little elasticity. The cat 
appears to figure in every chapter, instead of being a dread alternative. 
The prison is all sufficient to punish the next, and‘not very superior class 
of men. ‘Those who contemn every noble feeling of humanity; who 
gorge whilst they can eat, and drink whilst they can sit; who have little 
belief in the virtue of women, and still less in the virtue of men; who 
describe religion as a farce, the clergy as idlers, and philanthropists as 
hombugs. This class, finding their {way into the army, need not be 
subjected to the lash, but ordinary decent people need have no 
fears that military officers delight in the use of the cat, and so the 
punishment has a considerable amount of force, even though not used, 
when left to their discretion. The world will gain nothing by saving the 
backs of either of the two lower classes of the people. The contrary 
would be the immediate effect of the abolition of the cat. The criminal 
class would redouble their fury, and the class above them their insubordina- 
tion and contemptuous conduct. The cat has almost abolished garrotting, 
but the improvement of the class next above garrotters is a great work of 
time and education. Any man of experience amongst this class will know 
with what small success he has ever appealed to them to do even an honest 
and wise thing, when both their own safety and the safety of others was 
ttstake. Without nobility of soul, without belief in the nobility of other 
people, it is useless to expect anything from such men but such things 
as are absolutely necessary for their own personal comfort. ‘‘ Speaking 
evil of dignities,” breathing out the slime of their loathsome criticism, 
their pestiferous breath is more noisome than the more reckless and 
outrageous conduct of the open enemy of society. This is the class to 
Whom insubordination, both in the workshop and in the barrack, is the 
breath of their nostrils. You need only excel them in anything to incur 
their enmity. To treat them as men is to obtain their contempt. To 
give them far more kicks than halfpence will gain their love. The cur- 
dog is in their composition, and they love the man who uses the rod more 
than he who provides work for their hands. The truth is, in this matter, 
they are but a dark reflection of humanity uninfluenced by the power of 
religion, or the traditions of a great name. Family pride is unknown 
tong even the nouveau riche; although such men have another sort of 
ptide—the pride of wealth—which helps to lift them above petty mean- 
nesses, but does not save them from parsimonious neglect of both public 
tad private duties, not to speak of that larger kind of usefulness so open 
tothe rich, and to them only. It is not at all wonderful that the lowest 
tlass of soldiers need the terrors of the ‘‘ cat” to keep them in subjection. 
Divorced from all useful pursuits, and dedicated to an entirely routine 








and unproductive sort of activity, it is not remarkable the men become 
sick at heart at the seeming mock importance of their work ; and also the 
pernicious influence of the drinking habits, 0 common in the army still 
more foster the feeling of listlessness. All theso matters serve to take 
the edge off the appetite for drills, marchings, and counter-marchings, so 
that for the soldiers to preserve any fair show of importance for the work 
they have in hand, is a difficulty of no mean order. The enemies of the 
lash have talked of its inhumanity, nor can their arguments be gainsaid, 
but the whole military machine is inhuman in its purpose. Inventors 
have cracked their brains almost, to devise engines of destruction of ever- 
increasing speed and accuracy, and still further efforts in that direction 
are being made. Humanity—except in a negative way—is not considered, 
and the lash may fitly be set down as one of the inventions tending to 
make an army more dreadful to its enemies, because a more perfect 
machine in the hands of its commander. If it be objected that the lash 
deters decent men from entering the army, we say the position is one 
incapable of proof, and not of much logical value either, because none but 
the criminal class are ever tied up to the triangles, aud no incipient 
soldier will ever contemplate possibilities of that kind, or the more 
dangerous possibility of loss of life would effectually deter him from 
joining the colours altogether. The truth is, that decent men do not, as 
a rule, enter the army, because a soldier's is an abnormal condition of life. 
He is not allowed to marry without special permission of his colonel, 
except by electing to have himself still regarded as a single man. From 
these and similar drawbacks, few men of the better sort of working men 
enter the army only as a last resort, and to save themselves the pangs of 
hunger. 

These remarks do not apply to the navy at all. With seamen, the case 
is far, very far different. Almost to a man, the navy is composed of men 
of whom we may fitly say they are as surely bred to the sea, as the sea is 
bread tothem, ‘True, they are often as unscholarly as the soldiers, but 
passing most of their lives on a sort of floating island, Jack is removed 
from the many temptations to which the soldier is always exposed. But 
in the case of seamen, not being able to appeal from the decision of his 
commander, and that officer not having the asperities of his nature toned 
down by frequent contact with the world, the use of the lash at sea ought 
to be strictly forbidden. It is more than doubtful if the same provocation 
is ever given by seamen to their officers, as is daily occurring on land. 
Brought face to face with the awful terrors of the deep, Jack has far more 
of humanity in him than the common soldier has, and for that reason, as 
well as the other and stronger reason of his utter helplessness against 
authority in anger, the lash ought to be abolished in ships at sea.

The native 
sailors ran away to hide themselves, and the mad elephant, trumpeting, 
charged into this enclosure. Old Soupramany was here, and so were Jim 
and Bessy. When he saw the mad animal, he threw himself between him 
and the children. The little ones and their nurse had just time to get 
into the house when the fight commenced.” ‘ Yes,” said the major. 
“Qld Soup was a’ hundred years old. He had been trained to war, and to 
fight with the rhinoceros, but he was to old to hunt them.” ‘And yet,” 
said I, becoming animated by the recollections of that day, “what a 
gullant fight it was! Do ‘you remember how we all stood on this porch 
and watohed it, not daring to fire a shot lest we should hit old Soupramany ? 
Do you remember, too, his look when he drew off, after fighting an hour 
and a half, leaving his adversary dying in the dust, and walked straight to 
the ‘corral,’ shaking his great ears, which had been badly torn, with his 
head bruised, and-a great piece broken from one of hig tusks?’ ‘ Yes, 
indeed,” said the major. ‘‘ Well, since then he is more devoted to my 
dear little ones than ever. He takes them out whole days, and I am 
perfectly content to have them under his charge, I don’t like trusting 
Uhristian’ children to the care of natives; but with Old Soup I know 
they can .come to/no harm.” ‘ What!, you trust children under ten 
years of age to Soup, without any other protection?” ‘I do,” replied 
the major. ‘Come along with me, if you doubt, and we will 
surprise them at their fishing” I followed Major Daly, and, after 
walking half a mile along the wooded banks of the river, we came 
tpon the little. group. The two children—Jim, the elder, being 
about ten—both sat still and silent, for a wonder, each holding a 
rod, with line, cork, hook, and bait, anxiously watching the gay corks 
bobbing in the water, Beside them stood Old Soup, with an extremely 
large bamboo rod in hig trunk, with line, hook, bait, and cork, like the 
children’s. 1 need not say I took small notice of the children, but turned 
all my attention to their big companion, I had not watched him long 
before he had a bite; for,a¢ the religion of the Hindoos forbids them to 
take life, the river swarms with fishes. The old fellow did not stir; his 
little eyes watched his line eagerly; he was no noyice in “ the gentle 
craft.” He was waiting till it was time to draw in his prize. At the end 
of his line, as he drew it up, was dangling one of those golden tench so 
abundant in the Ganges. When Soupramany perceived what a fine fish 
he had caught, he uttered one of those long, low, gurgling notes of satis- 
faction by which an elephant expresses joy; and he waited patiently, 
expecting Jim to take his prize off the hook and put on some more bait for 
him.

SELF-RELIANCE. 


(FROM THE “ UNITED STATES ECONOMIST.’*] 


? HERE is no one element in a man’s character that contributes more 
to his success in life than confidence or self-reliance in his own ability. 
A faint-hearted man is unstable, and will never excel. Faith in the 
endeavour to will and to execute is as important in a successful business 
career as is the keystone to the arch. A man possessed of a bold, daring, 
and resolute will may be modest in revealing his powers, but will be deter- 
mined in performing what he conceives to be right. To mon with this 
neyer-dying faith there is no such word as defeat, and when obstacles 
present themselves in their path it only results in their putting forth a 
greater effort to accomplish their purpose, Toil, trial, disaster, gloom, and 
danger may environ and threaten to overthrow the most cherished plans, 
yet over and aboye all hiadrances an heroic soul will triumph and win 
fame and honour. The discouragements that would retard the irresolute, 
only discover the weak places to the brave, and, strengthening these, the 
renew the conflict with increased vigour. Timidity creates cowards, an 
never wins success. It is a strong and abiding faith in one’s own ability 
to perform that overcomes. difficulties that others thought could not bo 
surmounted. In all the pursuits of life we find that those who achieve 
honour and distinction are strong and self-reliant in their own powers 
exercise faith in their own ability, and carry out plaris conceived in their 
own brain. Morse had faith in telegraphic wires, and Field in submarine 
cables, and to-day, in consequence thereof, the lightning is harnessed to 
convey the news of the world in évery part of the habitable globe within 
the compass of a few hours. Two young men in 1862 commenced a banking 
business in Wall Street in a small office. They had faith in their own 
ability and also that of the United States to pay its great war debt. To- 
day they are the leading bankers in Government sectrities on this con. 
tinent, their daily sales running into the millions, and their name ‘and 
credit take high rank in all the financial centres of the world. Not many 
years ago Edison occupied an humble position as a telegraph operator; 
to-day his name and fame are world-wide as associated with some of the 
grandest discoveries of ancient or modern times. Astor, Stewart, and 
Vanderbilt furnish examples in the large fortunes they created as to what 
well-directed energy and detefminatioh can accomplish in business pursuits, 
while the eventful life of the late Judge Packer is another striking illus- 
tration of the high position that can be attained by reliance and porseve- 
rance in the individual man, backed by a liberal endowment of common 
sense. In the ever-widening paths of commerce and the ever-increasing 
monetary circles there open up before the young men of the nation raro 
opportunities to win wealth and fortune. In agricultural, mining, indus. 
trial, and mercantile pursuits like avenues to attain distinction are presented. 
But fortune will not come by chance nor distinction by hazard ; both must 
be won by strong, heroic endeavour. Backbone is vital in the achievement 
of lofty aims, and nerve and grit are essential requisites in the battle of 
life. A man, to triumph, must have faith in his enterprise and reliance 
in his ability.

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AN IRISH ROW IN THE COMMONS.

or HE Parliamentary correspondent of the Manchester Guardian thus 
y4i describes “a soene’’ on Monday night: At a quarter-past five 

o'clock the long-neglected work of supply was resumed, and as a 
matter of course the great majority of members hastened away and 
remained out of the House for four hours, until they were recalled to foil 
an attempt of Mr. Biggar’s to “count out.” Meanwhile a band of about 
half a dozen Irish members on the Opposition side had been carrying ona 
lively controversy with two mild Protestant gentlemen from Ulster, seated 
almost alone below the Ministerial gangway, the Chief Secretary and 
Attorney-General for Ireland “assisting” as impartial spectators of the 
fight. The subject of contention was, of course, the comparative wicked- 
ness and violence of Catholics and Orangemen, a vote for the Irish 
constabulary opening wide the whole question of civil and religious liberty in 
the Green Isle. At first two complaints were curiously intermingled—one 
being that the force was not kept up to its full strength, and the other that 
it was not wanted at all. Mr. O'Donnell having denounced the employment 
of the body, and drawn a fearful picture of its appearance in panoply of 
war, Mr. Callan defended it as a gentle and well-behaved organisation, A 
new member, Mr. Gabbett, in a maiden speech declared that the consta- 
bulary were “‘ very much sought for both as acquaintances and as eligible 
bachelors,”” Unable to agree amongst themselves, the Home Rulers turned 
their attention to the two Protestants opposite, Mr. Biggar addressing to 
them a discourse which Mr. Macartney described as the hon. member's 
“ usual lecture on law, polities, and religion.” From the account given 
by one party it appeared that the Orangemen were constantly thirsting for 
the blood of their Catholic neighbours, and from that of the other that 
Orangemen were a persecuted and feeble race who, but for the police, 
would be exterminated by the Romanists. Mr. Callan declared that the 
former went to their religious ceremonies direct from their “ drunken 
orgies,’ and Mr. Gabbett affirmed their processions with “ drums, fifes, 
and fiddles"” to be “ silly exhibitions.” Mr. Verner retorted by declaring 
that bands of Catholics attired themselves in “ grotesque costumes” for 
the special purpose of annoying him, and he insisted that Cork, whose 
praises as a peaceable Catholic county had been sung, was the “‘ head centre 
of Fenianism.” When affairs had arrived at this entanglement Mr. Raikes 
made an effort to soothe the combatants, and after this, discussion was 
confined mire strictly to the subject matter of the vote.
